1. DCM DISCUSSED REFTEL ON CONFIDENTIAL BASIS WITH DIR GEN 
VENIAMIN OF FOREIGN MINISTRY, MAKING CLEAR THAT THIS WAS 
EXPLORATORY CONVERSATION, BUT DESCRIBING USG VIEWS PARA 4 
REFTEL. 

2. VENIAMIN SAID THAT NORTH KOREAN REPS HAD ARGUED AGAINST 
DUAL ADMISSION DURING VISIT HERE LAST SPRING. THEY REQUESTED 
ANOTHER VISIT LAST MONTH, APPARENTLY TO PURSUE THE SAME 
POINT, AND GOC HAS CONCURRED IN THEIR COMING ALTHOUGH IT HAS 
FOREWARNED THEM THEY MAY SEE NOBODY SENIOR TO VENIAMIN HIMSELF. 

3. DESPITE NORTH KOREAN PRESSURES, VENIAMIN ASSURES US THAT AT 
THE VERY LEAST, GOC WOULD ABSTAIN ON A DUAL ADMISSION 
RESOLUTION. HE BELIEVES IT MORE LIKELY THAT IF ISSUE 

AROSE, GOC WOULD VOTE WITH US. GOC HAS NO INTEREST IN 
KOREA, AND POSITIVE VOTE WOULD SIMPLY BE ACCOMMODATION 
TO OUR VIEWS. 
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4. ABOVE OF COURSE IS SIMPLY A PRIVATE ESTIMATE, AND 
GOC HAS NOT FORMALLY ADDRESSED THE ISSUE. VENIAMINS 
POSITION IS VERY LIKELY TO BE DETERMINING ON SUCH AN 
ISSUE, HOWEVER.
